FRANCO’S 
FORCES 
TAKE IMPORTANT 
CITY ON SEACOAST 


HENDAYE, 
Franco - Spanish 
Frontier, Oct. 21 — (UP) — The 
Nationalist legions of Generalis­ 
simo Franco marched victoriously 
into Gijon today and hoisted the 
red and gold flag of the monarchy. 
The military commanders of tue 
city, the last important Loyalist 
seaport in Northwest Spain, were 
reported to have voluntarily sur­ 
rendered. 
The city, crowded with 130,000 
half-starved refugees and thous­ 
ands of retreating Loyalist sol­ 
diers, would have faced destruc­ 
tion had not it surrendered. 
Almost every avenue of escape 
had been cut off by the advancing 
Nationalist army. 
The National­ 
ists closed in from the East and 
South while 
insurgent 
warships 
blocked escape by way of the sea. 
Faced 
with 
annihilation, 
the 
Loyalist commanders sent emis­ 
saries to the Nationalist lines and 
announced that the city was pre­ 
pared to surrender unconditionally.

refugees 
aboard, nearly all women and chil­ 
dren, the steamship was challeng­ 
ed as it left Gijon by a Nationalist 
armed trawler. 
The Southampton, racing to the 
scene, challenged the Nationalist 
cruiser Almirante Cervera and de­ 
manded the 3tangrove’s release on 
the ground that it was not 
in 
Spanish territorial waters when 
captured. 
The Almirante Cervera protest­ 
ed, it was announced, and released 
the steamship only under a for­ 
mal protest that its capture was 
justified. 
Then the Southampton escorted 
the Stangrove northward from the 
coast and the steamship continued 
on toward Bordeaux, France.

prehistoric ancestors got Into the 
habit of eating fresh food and raw 
food, this food contained certain 
substances which are necessary 
tor health and growth, and which 
we now call vitamins. 
It would be convenient at many 
times when we are going on a long 
journey, or when an army Is trav­ 
eling, to be able to eat all that la 
necessary in concentrated form. 
This would do away with the ne­ 
cessity of cumbersome dining car 
and cook wagons and a great deal 
of heavy luggage. 
As a m atter of fact, we can sup­ 
ply the total amount of energy 
easily 
enough 
In 
concentrated 
form, but when these adequate 
diets—adequate from the stand­ 
point of calories—are given to ani­ 
mals, they develop various states 
of ill health due to the lack of 
fresh foods and the vitamins there­ 
in contained. 
So for a normal 
healthy diet, a mixed diet with 
vegetables, fruits, fats, milk and 
eggs—and a great deal of it fresh 
and some of it raw —is the only 
standard. 
However, our research in the 
vitamins has now gotten to the 
point where we know the chemical 
composition of a great many of 
them, can extract them from the 
foods In which they are contained, 


trated form. 
Many of these con­ 
centrated vitamins can be procured 
through drug and food markets. 
Do Adults Need Added Vitamins? 
The question arises whether It 
is necessary for an adult to take 
care to add any vitamins deliber­ 
ately to his diet (we know that it 
appears to be necessary In the diet 
of children, but this was discussed 
yesterday). Most adults eat a suf­ 
ficiently mixed and varied diet sc 
that theoretically they obtain a1) 
the vitamins they need. 
It prob­ 
ably Is a foolish and unnecessary 
thing to try to add vitamin con­ 
centrates to a perfectly healthy 
person s normal diet. 
However, some researches have 
arisen lately which appear to Indi­ 
cate that adults need a largei 
quantity of certain vitamins than 
they get In their food. This is es­ 
pecially true about Vitamin 
B. 
Either the body's Inability to util­ 
ize this vitamin runs out or in 
adult life, for one reason or an* 
other, foods which contain it ar* 
Instinctively rejected. 
In many 
conditions the Vitamin B concen­ 
trate appears to be beneficial. 
One of these Is gout. It has been 
reported that in gout, the use of 
Vitamin B concentrate will pre­ 
vent attacks and even restore th* 
bones which have been affected by 
gout, to a normal condition. 
It is 
also true that Vitamin B will pre­ 
vent and cure the form of neuritis 
which occurs In chronic alcoholism. 
This Is because the alcoholic nat­ 
urally eats very little and rejects 
the Vitamin B-contalning foods. 
Another use 
for cencentrated 
vitamins is In reducing diets in 
which fat foods particularly are 
forbidden, and with most of these 
diets it is customary to adu a gen­ 
eral vitamin concentrate contain­ 
ing Vitamins A, B, C, D, etc.
